ny thinges of the will of God, 
wvhich are ftrange and farre di- 
ftanc from the true fence of the 
{criptures: But Atheifme and 
Theomachie rebelleth and muti- 
neth againft the power of God, 
giuing no faith to his worde, 
which reuealeth his will, vpona 
difcredit and vnbeliefe of his po- 
‘wer,to whom all thinges are pof- 
fible. Now thofe herefies which 
fpring out of this fountain feeme 
more haynous then the other:for 
even in ciuile goucrnment it is 
held an offence in a higher degree 
to deny the power and authority 
of a prince, then to touch hisho- 
nour and fame, Of thefe here- 
fies which derogate from the 
wer of God befide plain atheifme, 
' thereare three degrees, and they 
hauc all one & rhe fame miftery: 
for all Antichriltianity worketh 
inamiflerie, that is, vnder the 
fhad ow of good, and it 1s thisto 
free and deliuer the will of God 
from all imputation and afperfi- 
on of ill, The firft aoe e eo 
°

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thofe who make and fuppofe two 
principles contrary and fighti 
ene againft the other, the one 
good, the other of cuill. 


The fecond degree is of them 
to whome the Maieftie of God 
feemes too-much wronged in 
fetting vppe and erecting a- 
gainft him another aduerfe and 
oppofite principle, namely {uch a 
principle as thould bee active and 
affimatiue, that is to fay, caufeor 
fountaine of any effence or be- 
ing: therefore reiedting all fuch 
apd being they doe neverthe+ 
effe bring in againft God: a. 
principle negatiue and priua- 
tiue, that is acaufe ofnot being: 
and fubfifting, for they will haue: 
itto be an inbred proper workey.

true: for reafons plainel 
deliuered, and alwaies al= 
terone manner efpecially 
with fine and faftidious 
mindes, enter but heauily 
and dully: whereas if they 
bee variedand have more 
life & vigor put into them 
by thefe formes and in- 
finuations, they caufe 
a ftronger apprehenfion, 
and 


and many times fuddenly 
winne the mind toarefo- 
lution. Laftly, to makea 
truce & fafeiudgement, no- 
tiring can be of greater vie 
and defence to the minde, 
then the “ae Sti and 
reprehenfion of thefe co- 
lours, fhewing in what ca- 
fes they hold, andin what 
they deceyue: which as it 
cannotbe done, butoutof -
